It  is  all  being  done  for  those 
little  Insects  which  make  the  class 
of  entomology  possible. 

Entomology,  the  study  of  insects. 
Is  being  offered  here  for  the  first 
time.  Tills  course  will  enrich  greatly 
the  offerings  of  the  biology  depart¬ 
ment  and  will  be  of  value  to  the 
agriculture  department  also.  Too, 
students  who  are  not  In  either  of 
these  fields  would  find  the  class  In¬ 
teresting  since  we  live  in  a  rural 
community. 

Study  Structure 

As  of  now,  the  class  is  engaged 
In  collecting  specimens,  of  which 
they  will  study  the  physiological 
structure  and  name  later  in  the 
semester.  Along  with  mounting 
and  preserving  the  Insects,  they  will 
study  the  economic  phase  of  ento¬ 
mology.  The  agriculture  department 
Is  most  Interested  in  this  part  of 
the  course  since  it  is  concerned  with 
the  control  of  insects. 

Some  new  equipment  has  been 
purchased  for  this  class.  Among  the 
most  Interesting  are  the  pinning 
blocks,  to  which  the  specimen  are 
pinned  for  study  under  the  micro¬ 
scope;  spreading  boards,  which  are 
used  to  fix  the  specimen  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  desired  for  mounting;  relaxing 
Jars,  in  which  specimens  are  placed 
to  keep  them  from  becoming  brittle: 
and  last  but  not  least,  the  thing  that 
stamps  the  collector,  the  nets. 

Use  Manuals,  Too 

The  textbook  that  is  being  used 


in  this  course  is  A  Textbook  of  En¬ 
tomology  by  Herbert  A.  Ross.  The 
students  are  also  using  a  laboratory 
manual  along  with  the  course  nnd 
have  reference  to  several  other 
books. 

Many  people  have  made  a  hobby 
of  collecting  certain  species  of  in¬ 
sects  and  through  It  have  brought 
to  attention  many  heretofore  un¬ 
known  kinds.  There  is  such  a  large 
number  of  them,  over  nine  hundred 
thousand  according  to  Herbert  A. 
Ross,  that  one  has  quite  a  chance 
of  discovering  some  new  type.

George  MacLellan  Accompaniej 
An  Expedition  to  Afghanistan

To  go  adventuring  and  exploring 
Into  th#  heart  of  far  away,  moun¬ 
tain-surrounded  Afghanistan  wa« 
the  experience  of  George  W.  Mac¬ 
Lellan,  NWMSC  senior. 

George  was  quarter  master  and 
field  mammaloglst  for  the  Second 
Afghanistan  Expedition,  sent  out 
by  the  American  Museum  of  Na¬ 
tural  History  In  New  York.  He  had 
had  some  background  for  his  work 
by  serving  with  the  marines  in  the 
Pacific  during  the  war.  A  year  of 
preparation  preceeded  th$  Journey, 
which  took  place  from  June,  1949, 
to  April,  1950. 

George’s  duties  ranged  from  plan¬ 
ning  the  expedition  and  supervising 
the  buying  of  supplies,  which  in¬ 
cluded  two  specially  built  trucks 
with  15  gear  shifts,  to  bringing  bock 
mammals  to  the  museum  for  ob¬ 
servation. 

Studied  Persian  Language 

Twenty-two  thousand  miles  were 
traveled  during  the  trip  by  the 
three  women  and  six  men  who 
made  up  the  party.  George  studied 
some  Persian  while  going  over  on 
the  ship,  but  Interpreters  were  se¬ 
cured  in  Afghanistan  because  of  the 
different  dialects.  This  expedition 
was  the  first  to  do  any  large  scale 
excavations  or  surveys  In  this  part 
of  Afghanistan. 

George,  a  native  of  New  York, 
was  an  Industrial  arts  teacher  and 
coach  in  New  York  Olty  when  he 
was  asked  to  assist  by  a  friend  who 
headed  the  party.  The  purposes, 
George  stated,  were  to  search  for 
prehistoric  and  historic)  remains  of 
early  civilizations  and  to  link  to¬ 
gether  pottery  sequences  whloh  have 
been  discovered  In  parts  of  Baluch¬ 
istan  and  Pakistan. 

Among  other  findings  the  party 
brought  back  some  cave  man  tools, 
possibly  dating  back  to  5,000  B.O. 
A  bird  fossil  was  also  found  which 
perhaps  goes  back  to  the  same  era. 

Most  Natives  Friendly 

Most  of  the  people  with  whom 
the  group  was  associated  were 
friendly  to  the  .United  States, 


George  reported,  except  In  the  areh 
near  the  Russian  border.  Afghani 
istan  is  surrounded  by  mountains,! 
those  In  the  north  being  part  of] 
the  Himalayan  range.  Afghanistan 
touches  parts  of  Russia,  Iran,  Ara- ' 
bla,  Tibet,  India,  and  Pakistan. 

It  Is  the  custom  there  for  men 
to  wear  mascara  on  eyes  and  eye¬ 
lids  for  beauty  instead  of  the  wom¬ 
en.  The  women,  however,  wear 
much  Jewelry,  even  two  rings  on 
each  finger  and  toe  and  in  the 
nose.  There  Is  still  a  sort  of  feudal 
system  In  Afghanistan.  The  farmers 
are  seldom  able  to  raise  more  than 
Just  enough  on  which  to  live. 

Living  Conditions  Diffloult 

In  the  cities  there  Is  running 
water,  radio,  and  In  three  of  them 
electricity,  also,  but  few  medical 
facilities  anywhere.  George  found 
that  outside  the  cities  there  were 
virtually  no  modern  conveniences. 
In  Afghanistan,  which  is  a  little 
bigger  than  Missouri,  one-third  of 
the  country  is  desert,  one-third 
mountains,  and  one-third  fertile 
land. 

Living  on  two  cases  of  pineapples 
and  rice,  eggs,  and  water  for  three 
meals  every  day  for  four  week’ 
when  they  ran  out  of  food  before 
they  were  finished,  was  one  of  the 
numerous  difficulties  the  party  en 
countered.  Since  all  the  water  wag 
polluted,  every  bit  used  had  to  t> 
boiled.
